M od tato three separate 
ballota, tko Srat oa aooapting a 
OOO.OM reduction in wages ordara d 
by the labor board: second, the res- 
toration of seven working rules al 
tered by the board, and. third, tho 
abolishment of outolde contracting 
by the roada.

vi<r of an aiitoaoMla to drive with 
the wheels closer than 1 1-2 feet to 
the edge of the pavement, pays the 
buraaa. For troAa at aa ararace 
speed of IK miles ao hoar, thir dis- 
tance should not be less than 1 S-4 
feet on account of the great width of 
thi' rear wheels. Three feet seems 
to be a minimum aafe clearance be-

understanding of the freight rate sit- 
uation on the part of the public de- 
pends the prosperity of the great 
(anaiag poputotlon that feeds the na- 
tion Mi tlM aaal al ttrlng tor the 
public that maat dapanS tka till- 
er of the soil. There are thovaands 
of newspupei- readers in the cities 
who never know the ownership of 
ihe publications they look to for infor 
matloa. Tka adltora ara unknown to 
them. The City n ews papar pnkMahar 
and his readers have not that Close j 
contact thai exists between the pub- | 
llaher of a smaller newspaper and 
his readers. Of course, the natural

GOOD SEED POTATOES 

Keiitucliy's second crop of pota- 
toes, which usually is planted from 
the middle to the latter part of July, 
produces seed spuds eqqnaql in erery 
way to those wliicli can be obtained 
from other sources, according to A. 
J. OIney. potato specialist of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture. On the other 
hand. It aoMom Is praetloabia to hold 
tubers from the first crop for seed. 
Use of a*8eed plot and a few special 
practices has l)een found to be a 
good method of producing vigorous 
foundation atoek tmt tatara erapa, he 



'"Tha objaet of aneh a aeed plot ta 

to produce and maintain a hlKh yield- 
ing variety of potatoes. The prin- 
cipal cause of deterioration or "run- 
ning out" of varletlea is a disease 
known aa maaaie or early dwnrt 
which caoaaa tlw ysang plante to ap- 
pear dwarfed, the leaves to curl 
downward and be nuicli twisted and 
to have an uneven yellow and green 
color. Svah plaata prodnaa email, 
worthleaa tubera. If plante ara at- 
tacked later, the new leaves may 
bIiow the mosaic or iirenulur t;reen 
color, but the plants may produce 
fairly normal tubera. The disease Is 
carried Iran yaar ta year In potatoaa 
pradnnnd fnai dteaaaad planta. it te 
■prnad trom plant to plant by aphids 
or plant lice mid the iiiijde lejif hop- 



per. Strains of potatoes badly af- 
fected with the mosaic cannot give 

high yield.s and it also Is difflcult to 
obtain seed entirely free from it. 

"In eradicating the disease by 
means of the seed plot, the potatoaa 

are cone over as soon Ihey are 
well above the Kroiiinl ami al plants 
! reiijiivi'd w hich are stiiiiiied in any 
way or show signs of masaic. The 
^aats aro tm» war aboat twiea 
again befora flowering time and all 
badly diseased or mosaic plants d» 
stroyed. The plot is none over again 
at flowering time and al plants re- 
moved which ahow a different flow- 
er color than that of the variety bo- 
Ing grown, thaae balng mixtnroa. 

"After the plot has ben gone over 
for the last time, the plants which 
appaar aapaatelly atrong and vigor- 
ous are marked, tka boat tubers la 
these hills being selected at digging 
time as seed for the next year's plot 
and th remainder kept for planting 
the aa^ Said crop."

Little damage evidently haa baea 
done to Kentucky wheat during the 
past season by the Hessian fly, no 
cases of serioua injury having been 
reported to the Kaatachy Agrleultu- 
ral Bxparimaat Station, aeeording to 
Harrison Oarmaa, the station ento- 
mologist. Howevei. this Is no asuur- 
ancti that the fly will not damage the 
grain aown thto fall, he taid, and it 
is brtag sassaatad that tamers plow

for the delivery of the Krowinc crop. 
In order to do this, however, it will 
be neoaaaary to have the co-opera- 
tion of our members and some as- 
sistance from they in the way of so- 
licitiiiK contracts from their neigh- 
bors who are as yet on the outside. 

"The importance of signing up 
those growers cannot be too strong- 
ly emphasised, for everyone who 
sells his crop independently is a con- 
stant menace to llie organization and 
a stumbling block in the path lead- 
ing to the general prosperity and the 
high ideals for which tha association 
was formed. Although we are now 
in a very strong position iti this re- 
spect, with control of a large per- 
centage of the production of burley 
tobacco, this percentage should be 
nfeterially Inereaaed. Tills Increase 
is entirely possible, for there is an 
excelent feeling all over the district 
toward tiie associaiioii and a willing- 
ness on the part of most of the out- 
sidera to sign up. hot they ara wait- 
ing to be solicited 

"This work cannot be done by a 
few, but If In each county the mem- 
bers wU suport their county chair- 
man and help to aiovaa a Mttla of 
the enthusiasm that was everywhere 
manifested last fall, each county can 
be 'cleaneii up' in slioit orili r and 
with comparatively little effort and 
tiaai froas tko l al l i l iagl gnuNr.

The foliage of roses is very fre- 
quently attacked by sawfly larvae, 
which feed upon the leaves and cause 
the bushes to become unsightly and 
weakened, or at leaat much less 
beautiful and ornamental, says the 
Cniteil States Deinutinent af Agri- 
cnltiire. Three luininon species of 
snwtly larvae eat the leaves of roses, 
and are found in many parte of the 
United Statee east of the Rocky 
moniUains 

They are easy to control. Knocl(- 
ing them soma diataaoa feoai the 
bush with a stream of water la a 
simple remedy. Since they eat the 
leaf tissue. th()rou>;hly spraying the 
leaves with u stomach poison, such 
as 3 rounded teaspoonfuls of pow- 
dered arsegata of lead to 1 gallon o( 
water whaaaaar tha lanraa hofia to 
appear will kill thaai aad thae pra- 
vent the injary. " ^
